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Three weeks ago, Mr. Commissioner Graham 
reported that he had arranged for the Brotherston 
Electric Company, of Calgary, to look into the 
question of the water supply at the Sacred Heart 
Indian Residential School, on the Peigan Reserve. 
Earlier, it had been reported that there was a 


shortage. The recommendation is that a spring, 
1000 ft. away, be used. The cost of the reservoir, 
the water line, the pump house with electric pump 
and necessary electrical and water connections, 
would be $3,000. 


Mr. Graham was informed that there were 
no funds available but that a note would be made 
for next year's Estimates. He now replies that the 
matter is serious and he believes that it should 
receive the earliest consideration of the Department. 
Of course, there are no funds provided for the purpose. 
Mr. Orr suggests that the Dominion Water Power Branch 
be asked to look into the matter when the expenditure 
can be authorized.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your kind letter of the 
23d inet., No II6-245, a@&xed, and to repeat again in reply that the 
poor condition of our water supply is causing me a great and con- 
tinual worry, 

We have 5 Foamite and & Fire Gun Extinguishers and 4 

\\ axes , placed in the different stories of the house, and 2 fire es- 

Capes: the fire escapes are situated at each end of the building, 
with doors opening on them,in the apper stories. The pupils are 
given a fire drill at least once a month during the night, and the 
large pupils are taught to take care of the little ones; when the 
alarm is rung,each large pupil runs towards the bed of the little 
one intrusted to his care.Every night, after every body is gone to 
bed,I go around with my flagh light and assure myself that every 
thing is 0.K, 

On the other hand, I believe that it would be a good idea 
indeed to have a night watchman from now on till the spring: we 
have a man, right here, who would be glad todo this if he is given 
a decent salary. 

By the way, let me respectfully ask the Department this 
question: Why do you build on the Indian Reserves such narrow and 
high schools? We are not in the cities,where the lots cost so 
much; we have as much room as can be desired, and it costs nothing,

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter... I have 
gone over the analysis of this water as per letter and our files 
and note that the main constituents are carbonate of soda and lime 


and sulphate of soda. 


In the boilers a certain amount of soft sludge will 
be precipitated but this could easily be blown off from time to time. 


dhe soda and sulphate of soda are not excessive 
providing the water does not get too concentrated in the boilers 
and hence the value of blowing off occasionally. 


{ do not see that you should have any great 
trouble with this water and in regard to any chemical which might 
pe added there is no compound which could be economically added 
to reduce the soda content. A great many boiler compounds rely on 
making the water alkaline with soda which you already have in the 


water. 


Water such as this may give a little trouble from 
corrosion of fittings and if too concentrated might foam to some 
extent, but with careful watching 4 think you should be able to use

Pursuant to instructions from the Director,dated 8th 
inst. the writer proceeded to the Peigan Reserve on 18th and 
investigated the water supply for the R.C.Indian Sghool. 


This school was located for many years on the Uldman 
river north east of Brockett. ihe soil at this point being 
gravelly and unsuitable for cultivation, the Indian Department 
abandoned this site in 1926 and built a new school ait a 
point about 6 miles south of its former location near a spring 
which at that time was flowing quite freely, possibly 1200 
or 1500 gallons or more per day. A well was drilled under 
the school before construction was begun. This well is located 
under the pump in the engine room 


the Well 


This well is 300 feet deep. On Dec.14,1929, Mr. 
Brotherson, an electrical man from Calgary, pumped water from 
this well from 7,00 a.m. to 8.30 pem., He pumped it dry eight 
times in 13} hours, obtaining a total of 794 gallons. ‘the 
average of each pumping (elapsed time) was 1 hr. 45 minutes. 
The highest amount obtained from one pumping was 225 gallons 
(first trial), the lowest was 60 gallons (sixth trial). This 
rate would produce 1400 gallons per day. for some time past, 
however, the capacity has only been between 500 and 600 gallons. 
A large portion of the yield apparently depends on the amount 
of rainfall. 


At present the engineer pumps the well dry in one hour. 
the pump works about three hours per day. Near the end of a

The original water supply, consisting of a 300 
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foot well under the engine room producing when drilled 
1200 to 1400 gallons per day, and a spring 1000 feet east of 


the school producing, in the opinion of the Principal, 1200

to 1500 gallons per day, was considered sufficient to 
meet the school requirements. oth of these sources, 
however, lessened in yield during the dry weather of the 
last few years. The well at the present time produces 
only 550 gallons per day while the spring, until lately, 
produced only 400 gallons through a surface pipe. 

aint indications of water were found lately 
on the side of the hill to the south of the school, 1700 
feet away and 90 feet above. ‘This was favoured for 
development by the Principal and his assistants. Plans 
were tentatively made to excavate or drill for ter at 
this point. An exhaustive study, however, indicated that 
drilling, pumping and excavation would be prohibitive as 
to cost, particularly in view of t. fact that a drill, 
possibly through rock, might not find water. A visible 
supply is always better than a speculative supply. 
Consequently this site was abandoned as a source. 


Attention was then turned to the original spring. 


This spring is located at the head of a 11 coulee 


100 feet wide om top and 12 feet deep, beginning abruptly 


at the face of a partially laminated sandstone ledge, 10 


feet thick, of which 7 feet is above the surface of the 
ground, A small concrete wall had been constructed by 
the Principal across the face of the coulee and three or 
four feet away from the ledge, which faces the north. This 
wall is 3 feet high, the top almost coinciding 
bottom of the coulee. it was decided to excavate between 
this wall and the ledge to a sufficient depth to ascertain 
the full capacity of the spring, which was at the time 
producing 400 gallons per day. the material, consisting 
of laminated sandstone about 3 feet thick overlying soft 
laminated clay shale, was excavated for the full width of 
30 feet to a depth, in the centre, of 5.5 feet. ‘wo 
distinct streams of water were uncovered, a large one on 
the west side and a smaller stream on the east side. ‘these 
were carefully measured several times. 

the west spring produced 830 gallons per day 
while the @ast spring produced 360 gallons. Water was also 
allowed to collect in a deep sump. the water collecting 
in t sump was measured for a period of 3 hours, and was 
found to produce 216 gallons or at the rate of 1728 gallons 
per day. the sides of the pit were seen to exude small 
streams, evidently not seepage water, this accounts for the 
difference between the yield of the two small springs and 
the total yield.

Dear Sir,- 


i beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter... I have 
gone over the analysis of this water as per letter and our files 
and note that the main constituents are carbonate of soda and lime 
and sulphate of soda. 


in the boilers a certain amount of soft sludge will 
be precipitated but this could easily be blown off from time to time. 


the soda and sulphate of soda are not excessive 
providing the water does not get too concentrated in the boilers 
and hence the value of blowing off occasionally. 


i do not see that you should have any great 
trouble with this water and in regard to any chemical which might 
be added there is no compound which could be economically added 
to reduce the soda content. A great many boiler compounds rely on 
making the water alkaline with soda which you already have in the 
water. 


Water such as this may give a little trouble from 
corrosion of fittings and if too concentrated ht foam to some 
extent, but with careful watching 4 think you should be able to use 
this water.

Proposed ter Supply for Indian Xesidential School

Pursuant to instructions from the Director,dated 8th 
inst. the writer proceeded to the Peigan Reserve on 18th and 
investigated the water supply for the R.C.Indian Sehool. 


his school was located for many years on the Uldman 
river north east of Brockett. ithe soil at this point being 
gravelly and unsuitable for cultivation, the Indian Department 
abandoned this site in 1926 and built a new school at a 
point about 6 miles south of its former location near a spring 
which at that time was flowing quite freely, possibly 1200 
or 1500 gallons or more per day. A well was drilled under 
the school before construction was begun. This well is located 
under the pump in the engine room 


the Well 


This well is 300 feet deep. On Dec.14,1929, Mr. 
Brotherson, an electrical man from Ualgary, pumped water from 
this well from 7.00 asm. to 8.30 pem. He pumped it dry eight 
times in 134 hours, obtaining a total of 794 gallons. ‘he 
average of each pumping (elapsed time) was 1 hr. 45 minutes. 
‘the highest amount obtained from one pumping was 225 gallons 
(first trial), the lowest was 60 gallons (sixth trial). This 
rate would produce 1400 gallons per day. #or some time past, 
however, the capacity has only been between 500 and 600 gallons. 
A large portion of the yield apparently depends on the amount 
of rainfall. 


At present the engineer pumps the well dry in one hour. 
xhe pump works about three hours per day. Near the end of a 
“trick* it draws one piston full to two or three strokes. 


‘the pump is a #lint and Walling Kendallville indiana 
make, the Agents being Jenkins bros. of Montreal. 1t was 
installed by Scanlan of Medicine Hat. 


the tanks 


the pressure tanks, located in the engine room, are 10' 
long by 4' in diameter and stand upright. they would have 70 to 
75 lbs. pressure if used to capacity. the school engineer stated 
and the writer verified the statement by observation, that he 
could not fill the tank more than one-third full with a 
consequent pressure of only 20 to 22 lbs. He can occasionally 
raise it to 30 lbs. but never more, or about two-fifths full.

The spring (1) is located about 900 feet east of the 
school and 14.5 feet lower in elevation than the surface of the 
ground at the school (100-85.5). It is understood that the 
location of the school was dependent on this spring. It is 
understood that the spring possessed a much larger flow a 
time - 1926, possibly 1200 or 1500 gallons or even more. 
weather of the last couple of years has apparently lessened 
the flow as it was measured at about 400 gallons per day on 
May 19. It has yielded about the same amount all spring and 
since last summer. ‘the supply apparently depends on the amount 
of rainfall to some extent. After a rain the 3/4" pipe leading 
from the spring northward for 100 feet or 50 runs full. A dam 
300 feet north of the spring built of stone 10 feet high 
impounds the water. it is about 5 or 7 feet deep at the dam. The 
school engineer is also the farmer,and he hauls water in 
barrels to the house for washing. He can fill 3 barrels and 
then has to wait until the small reservoir 20' long 3' wide 
and 2* deep fills up again. {his reservoir was formed by the 
construction of a small concrete wall across the location of the 
spring, the natural shale stratum which rises for 10 feet above 
the spring forming a natural circle beind it. Father Laverne, 
Principal of the School, cleaned out the spring and built the 
wall. 


The dam which is built of stone and 10 feet high

With reference to your letter of July 30th lest 
requesting a report on the possibilities of improving the 
water supply system for the Sacred Heart Indian Residential 
School on the Peigan Indian reserve, I enclose herewith a 
report received from the Commissioner of Irrigation dealing 
with this subject. 


Your letter of July 30th hed reference to the 
possibility of obtaining the water supply by a gravity system 
from new springs to the south of the school. The report 
herewith states that on further examination it was found thet 
the cost of drilling and excavating to prove up the springs 
for the gravity supply was prohibitive, and it is now 
recommended that the originel spring now in use should be 
improved eas further tests there have found thet the supply 
has been enlarged so as to be sufficient for the requirements 
of the school. A supply of over 2,000 gallons per day is 
expected to be obtained from the spring eas further developed, 
put as this is at a lower elevation than the school, pumping 
is required although the head to be overcome is only about 
16 feet. The estimated cost of providing this additional 
supply is $2,040. 


It should be noted that these estimates are based 
on summer prices, consequently in order to complete the system 
within the estimates, and also because the school is in great 
need of the water supply, the Commissioner recommends that 
the Department of Indian Affeirs authorize this construction 
a@s soon as possible.

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Bring to some cause not yet established this well has been steadily 
falling off in production, and now only yields little more in 24 hrs 
than was originally obtained in one hour's pumping. 


There is a weak spring coming out of the rocky depression in 
the side of a neighboring ridge 1000' distant from the school, which 
Mr. Fetterly thinks might be developed sufficiently to yield an 
auxiliary supply of water to the extent of approximately 70 gals 
an hour. He had the spring dug out to a depth of 6', and satisfied 
himself by actual test that this amount of water can be obtained. 
His proposal is to excavate and construct a concrete chamber at 
the source of said spring, into which chamber the er would be 
div ed and held by wing extensions and a clay r ning wall. The 
full details of the scheme will be seen in the drawings already 
forwarded to Ottawa from the Water Branch. This proposal has one 
point in its favor, viz that it deals with an existent and visible 
water supply. It would involve a 1000' trench 6' deep and pipe line 
and an additional pumping plant, in addition to the excavating 
and concrete work at the spring. As the spring seepage is out of 
@ much disturbed laminated strata formation there is some slight 
danger of the water seeking other channels when held back sufficiently 
to form a head, and might break out beyond the confines of the 
proposed wor! At best this is but a meagre water supply. Its 
estimated cost is put at $2000.00 for the complete scheme. 


My own impression is that it would be advisable to drill 
another well about 8' distant from the outside wall of the boiler 
room on the chance of tapping the water vein reached when the 
original well was drilled. I think there is a very strong probability, 
if not a certainty, that we can get this water again, though we 
may have to go a few feet deeper. We cannot deepen the present well 
owing to its being within the building. Then in the event of 
recovering the original water supply there should b pump chamber 
provided, level with the boiler-room floor, with a doorway between, 
and roofed by a concrete slab extension of the adjoining coalbin 
roof, and with an iron door directly over the well. A drilling rig 

be set up readily at the place indicate and should it ever 
become necessary to do further work at this well, it would be 
accessible to the drilling rig at any time. This proposed location 
of the well and pumping chamber is exactly what has been done at 
the New Blue Quills School. The total cost should not exceed the 
estimate for developing the spring. The objection to drilling the 
suggested second well is that there is the element of chance, and 
in the ent of failure to get water the outlay would prove usele 
and recourse would then have to be to the spring. But all things 
considered, I inoline strongly to the suggestion of drilling as 
stated, believing that the original ample supply of water can yet 
be recovered, and the Rev. Principal fully shares this view. 

If I can be of any further service in this matter I shall be 
pleased to co-operate in any way desired by the Department.

Dear Reverend Father Provincial, 


I beg to submit you these few lines about a very imoortant matter 
concerning our school. You are well aware that our water supoly 
has not been very satisfactory for the last three years:during 
that time,I have been corresponding with the Indian Devartment, 
pointing out thie poor condition and asking to have it imoroved, 
Some experts have been sent here on different occasions,one after 
another,and they all agreed that something should be done indeed 
as soon as vossible.Finally,in the spring of 1930,I was promésed 
that the work would be done before the winter,but in the follo- 
wing october I was told that they had run short of monéy,eand in 
order to remedy in some way the lack of sufficient water at the 
school and the danger of fire,they appointed a nicht wafnan ; 
they assured me at the same time that an item was already put 

in the Estimates for the purpose and that the work would be done 
this year as early as possible.In fact,two Engineers came a 

good while ago,and made a plan to have an outside spring con- 
nected with the school : this is a long and herd work,since the 
Spring is over a thousand feet from the house; it could have 
been done during the fine weather,but it is not started yet; 

the winter has arrived and it will be almost impossible to do 

it before the frost is out. In the meantime,we ere suffering, 
the water condition is getting worse than ever,sometimes we 
cannot even have decent weter to make tea,the sewer pipes have 
been blocked five times already during the last few months,eto; 
we can hardly store any amount of water in the pressue tanks 

and in a case of fire we have no way et all to fight it. 

Mr.Gardner-Smith,who knowe better than any body elee the 
conditions of this location,ceme here again on the 7th of last 
month and suggested to the Department that the simplest and 
leet exoensive way to improve our water eupply would be to 
have another well drilled by the house.I have nothing to sey 
in that regard of course; but on the other hand I must estate 
that,if the soring is connected with the school,all the ones 
who have been on the spot are wondering how it will be possible 
to prevent the dirt from seepingiin from the su®pounding hill 
and contaminating it. 

Anyhow,something should be done at once : the situation hae 
become too serious and dangerous. Therefore,! have thought 
of writing you to-day end of as ing you to urge the Devertment 
to take some action as soon as vossible.

mprovement Works at Spring. 


The bottom of the coulee is to be excavated 
to a depth of nine feet below its present level for the width 
shown on the attached plan. ithe contractor mst satisfy himself 
as to the nature and quantity of the material to be excavated, 
and to provide himself with the necessary equipment. He must 
also make provision for disposal of the inflow from the spring 
during excavation and construction. 

the concrete in the tank shall consist of clean 
screened grav clean sand with the addition of Portland cement 
in the proportions of one part cement, three parts sand and 
five parts gravel, except the top slab of the tank which will 
consist of one, two and four parts, respectively. 

Yhe ends of the reinforcing rods should be wired 
together where feasible.

Honorable Sir, 


I beg to call again your attention to the condition 
of water supply at the Indian School,Brocket,Alberta. I understan 
that a certain Mr.Pearson had lately started some work at the 
spring near the school site,but owing to weather conditions was 
obliged to discontinue, and would not resume till next summer. 


The Rev.Principal informs me that at times,for 
several days,there is not a drop of water to be got from the 
present well.You easily realize this very deplorable situation 
in an Indian Residential School,being without a supply of water 
for heating, cooking, laundry, sanitation, fire-protection,etc. 


I know that this very serious matter has been brougift, 
to the attention of the Department at different times, and I am 
aware that Engineers from Calgary had worked on some plan to 
secure a greater supply of water,since May 1931; but unfortunately 
nothing was practically done till the beginning of the winter, 
with the result that everything is again at a stand-still. 


Therefore I beg to inquire what the Department in- 
tends to do for immediate relief to this precarious situation. 


In submitting this matter to your serious consideration, I do so 
in the interest of the School and of the Indian Department.

I beg to addrees you these few lines in connexion with the 
work which has been authorizéd and is already sarted to improve the 
water oply eat our school. 

Four years ago,we built a dam across the coulee at a little 
distance from the spring in oréér to gather all the water running 
from it and to form a pond for our stock. This artificial pond hes 
given perfect satisfaction : our horses and cattle have always found 
there sufficient water to drink,and we never had to oump for them. 
But now that the spring is reoing to be piped to the school,we will 
lose that outside eupoly,the pond will be dry very soon, and we will 
have to pumo for the etock as well as for the house. 

Therefore there must be a special pipe line from our pressure 
tanks to a certain place in the field or the yerd.where the water can 
be pumped inté a trough , and I beg to make the present apvlication 
for this extra work. t understand indeed that times are hard and money 


scarce; but on the other hand I muet sey also that the fact of lobing 


this pond and being obliged to pay much heavier gasoline bille from 
now on is atready subh a great disadvantage that I feel quite justified 
in asking for this supplementarp expenditure. 

This pipe line may be laid along the other pipé line.in the same 
trench : it will take about seven hundred feet of ¢ " pipe costing 
$10,50 a hundred feet,a few elbows and other fittings anc two tap 
and a 16 foot trough made of 2 x 10" planks that will cost between 
nine and ten dollars. Consequently 4 db not believe that the whole ins- 
tallation will cost much more than & ndred dollars, if it is done 
with the oresent work. 


Feeling confident that you will be able to make provision for 
this needed expenditure, and thanking you again most sincerely for

I may add that your letter is the first 
information received regarding the present condition of 
the water supply. No doubt, this is due, to a very 
great extent, to the very umitea rainfall during the 
past ai vr. It is possible that a good supply of water 
could be obtained from the former deep well, if it wer 
placed in good condition. This well was examined at the 
time the work of installing pipeline from the spring 
was performed, and the authorities of the Dominion Water 
Power Branch stated, at that time, tiiat this well appeared 
to have almost entirely failed. 


However, I may add that the Department is 

taking up with Mr. Inspector Christianson the matter of 
the water supply. He is being requested to submit a 

port with reference to drilling a new well and an 

timate of the cost. I may state, further, that as the 
Department had no recent intimation regarding the inadequacy 
of the water su; ply at this school, no provision has been 
made in the Estimates for funds to carry out any work in 
drilling a new well or for other means o2 obtaining a 
Gupply of water. 


When a report received fron the Inspector, 
consideration will be given as to what work can be carried 
out to augment the present water service at this school,

A communication has been received from Very 
Rev. Father Langlois, 0..I., Provincial of the Oblate 
Order, in Edmonton, with reference to the condition of 
the water supply at the Sac: Heart Indian Residential 
School, on the Peigan reserv e states that the 
school is suffering much from lack of water, both for 
school purposes and for the stock. 
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As you are, no doubt, aware, in thi jummer of 
1932, the Department incurred considerable expense in 
installing a water supply system at this school - which 
work was carried out by the Dominion Water Power Bramch. 
It con: ed of the constructing of a concrete collecting 
tank at pring and piping a Gistance of 950 feet to the 
school. + also included connections with the existing 
pressure system from a well. 
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No doubt, the present condition is due to a 
great extent to the emall quantity of rainfall during the 
past summer, and it may be that, umer more favourable 
conditions, an emple supply of water could be obtained 
from the spring. 


Father Langlois, in consultation with the Prin- 
cipal, recommends that ther the present old well be 
dug out and deepened or that a new well be drilled. 


I would request that you investigate the water 
conditions at this echool and submit a report. Please 
make a recommendation concerning what should be done to 
improve the water system, giving an estimate of the cost. 
It might be advisable for you to consult the local 
representative of the Dominion Water Power Branch in 
Calgary. Father Langlois is being informed that the 
queacaes of the water supply at the Sacred Heart School 

being referred to you for a report. I may add that, 
as no complaint regarding the water supply at this school 
has been received since the work mentioned above was 
carried out in t wuner of 1932, no funds have been 
provided in the Estimates for the coming fiscal year to 
cover any expenditure in improving the system.

At the present time Mr. Fetterly is 
at the Delmas Indian School west of Battleford, and on his 
return he will get in touch with me immediately. Of course 
we will have to depend on fine weather to go down there 80 
it may be some time before I am able to furnish the depart- 
ment with a full report. I trust this will be satisfactory.

In the meantime I would think that the school 
has sufficient water as this winter there has been a lot 
of snow in the southern part of the province and several 
chinooks which has melted the snow. Of course when you 
take into consideration that the school has approximately 
100 head of live stock and that that number of cattle re- 
quire a great deal of water, there is some possibility of 
the.-sGhool béing short of water.

The original well was drilled

It at last 
began to fail but the reason could not be 
ascertained although various att ts were 
made.

of the well has been fluctuating from that 
amount upwards since that time. In the dry 
season, say from lay to October, the yield 

is at a minimum. It then gradually increases 


during the winter. 


in the semi-arid regions the general 


efficiency of wells is very difficult, in fact 


almost impossible to foretell. There may be 
surface springs of small or average flow in 
the vicinity, but this is no criterion of 


conditions 300 or 400,feet down. 


(c) Driller Sil1's Statement 


«Sill, who was out of the country 


when the original report was made in 1931, 
and so could not be interviewed, stated on 
vanuary 25,1954, that he went through hard 
Sand and clay to 135 feet. He obtained some 
water at 80 feet but not enough. This volume 


increased as he went down. The hardness of 


the sand structure also increased. He stopped 


drilling in hard sand at 300 feet with an 
adequate supply of water. He then cased the 
well with 5-5/8" casing to 133 feet and with 
5“ casing to 300 feet. ‘he last 20 feet of 
casing was well perforated with holes. He 
claims the well was not crooked, and that it 
was a good well. He plugged the well as the 
pump was not lowered for some time after he 
finished drilling. Insidentally this matter 
of waiting to put in the pump for some time 
after the hole is finished is objected to by 
some drillers as the well has a chance to fill 
up with sand, e.g. Blue Quills School well 
trouble. 

Mr.Sill states now that if he were 
a@rilling another well he would drill deeper. 

Summing up, the probable trouble 
is caused by a seasonal fluctuating supply in 
the underground reservoir. The water may not 
seep sufficiently fast into the well to 


produce an adeguate supply. Or the holes may 
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plug up with sand. Conditions may be caused 


by one or more of several reasons which are 
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almost impossible to ascertain in a well 300 


feet deep. 
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The spring produced 12 to 1600 


gallons per day in 1926, when the school was 
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constructed. In 1931 it produced 400 gallons 
per day, as measured by the writer.

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Addendum re Walking Beam 


Since the above was written the general 
design of the means of transferring power from the pump 
jack, which is being left in its present position over 


the old well, to the new well has been the object of 


further study. 


in the first place, the writer does not

Lastly, instead of using the walking beam 
the possibility of lengthening the overhead shaft to a 
point,say 3 feet outside of the building,has been 


considered. ‘The concrete basement wall would then be 


cut through and an extra alcove made directly south of 


the pump jack. The building iteelf would need to be 
extended to cover the shaft. The present pulley shaft 
near the roof, however, is not very strong and might 


not atand the extra strains

With reference to the Septic Tank 
installed at the Sacred Heart Indian Residential 
School,at the time of the ereetion of the school, 
there has been continuous tréuble in connection 
with the sewage system. 


Yesterday,the Principal (Rev.J.L.Leverh) 


called in,and at his request I went out to the school. 
Mr Pearson(the plumber) was there and he showed me 
very plainly how the septic tank had not been operating 
since it was installed.The valves had been plugged 
with concre presumably at the time it was installed, 
acoidentally,aiso the overflow pipes were each covered 
with a brick,the covering of the septic tank was with 
two layers of wooden planks,these partly owing to the 
tank inefficiently operating,had become rotted. 


Mr Pearson suggests (as per his letter attached) 
to remove the dirt on the top,take off the old planking 
and put a e704 permanent top of re-inforced concre 
in place of the wood.I would strongly recommend this 
course,not only as a lasting repair,but also on account 
of this tank being located in the playgroung,where at 
any time in the near future,the top would cave in with 
disastrous results to a ohild being on the spot.

Dear Sir: 


A short time ago you made some inquiries 
regarding the cost of supplying the Agency and the two 
schools at Brocket with electric service. As mentioned 
to you at that time, ti @ prospective loads sare very 
small and widely scattered, each requiring several miles 
of expensive 13,000 volt line to reach them. 


We approached the Canadien Pacific Railway 
Co. with regard to electrification of their Pp > at 
Brocket in order to try and obtain some additional 
revenue from this point but we are adv a that the 
Canadien Pacific Railway Co. is unwilling to consider 
any change at the present time. 


In ord to extend our transmission line and 
install a distribution system for the Agency buildings 
at Brocket, we would have to be guaranteed a early 
revenue of $1,025.00 in order for o break even on 
the fixed charges on the line itself, plus energy, main- 
tenance and replacement costs. 


The extension to the St. Cyprian Anglican 
School requires a further extension of approximately 3-3/4 
miles and we would expect a guaranteed revenue of $950.00 
per year from this school. 


The Koman Catholic School is loc 
imately 4 miles beyond the Anglican School and 
yearly revenue from this point would have to be $1,000.00.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter No. 116-2-5 of the 
13th ult. in connection with batteries supplied to the 2 Indian Res- 
j@ential Schools on the Peigan Reserve, and I note the Pincher Creek 
Motors! voucher in the amount of $447.50 has been paid, but that Mr, 
Scougall's voucher is being held. In this regard I wish to state 
that I had great difficulty in getting prices from the 2 above-men- 
tioned firms, as they do not handle batteries, and to get a satisfac- 
tory quotation on something about which they knew very little, was 
not easy. As there were only the two names on the list submitted to 
me, I was anxious to divide the business between them, and therefore 
both had to give the same price. I learned that both firms were 
dealing with Fairbanks Morse Company in the city here, and a rep- 
resentative of that firm came to see me, and it was arranged with 
him that the net price of the batteries to us in each case would be 
$447.50. The voucher from Pincher Oreek Motors was forwarded to the 
Department as received; but it was noted that when Mr. Scougall sent 
in his account it was for $502.28. I called up the Fairbanks Morse 
here and found that their battery man was out of the city at the time, 
and awaiting his return, I forwarded the voucher to the Peigan Agency 
asking them to prepare same and return it to this office, so that I 
could make the correction on it when the matter was adjusted. I was 
surprised to learn that Mr. Lancaster had sent the voucher to the De- 
partment direct, and I am attaching hereto copy of a letter I have 
addressed to him in this connection.

I beg to report on the water situa- 
tion at Sacred Heart Residential School on the 
Peigan Reserve. When on the reserve on the 
9th instant I visited the school, and was in- 
formed that the supply of water was inadequate; 
so much so that snow had to be melted during 
the winter to supplement the limited supply 
from the well and spring. 


The present source of water supply, 
(well and spring), having been previously ex- 
plained to the Department by both Mr. Inspecto® 
Christianson and Mr. P. A. Fetterly of the Domin- 
ion Weter Power Bureau, Calgary, I do not consider 
it necessary that I do so again. 


As it is, water must be spared for 
cooking and washing. Bath tubs are not used, 
there is no fire protection, and worst of all, 
toilets can only be flushed occasionally. This 
creates a great danger of the sewer pipes block- 
ing, through lack of sufficient water pressure 


passing through same. 


It is imperative that action be taken 
at once to relieve the situation. My suggestion 
would be that a new well be sunk outside the build- 
ing and that the Dominion Water Power Bureau be 
asked to take charge of the work, as this will 
require underground connection with the pressure 
tanks; also 4 pbuilding will be required to cover 


the new well, &c.

In the firet place I wish int out that when this 
ol was built there was ample water in the well, which the 

f Mr. E. Gardner Smith, who was the building inspector

I know that a real test was made well before the buildin 
was erected. The firet I heard of any water shortage at this 
school was in 1930. At that time they were drawing the pipes 
out of the well to put in a new cylinder. When the pipes were 
raised to about one length from the bottom the chain broke and 
the pipes went down to the bottom with quite a force as you will 
readily understand as they were about 300 feet in length. Si 
that time the well has not been functioning properly. Whether 
this hae anything to do with the shortage of water or not I am 
not in a position to say, I only wish to draw your attention to 
this point, 


What I would now suggest is thie. There is an Indian 
living just a short distance west of the echool by the name of 
Neil Yellow Wings. He has a well at his place, also a spring 
in which I know at times there 1s plenty of water. I would 
suggest that Mr. Fetterly be requested to examine the well there 
and also the possibilities in regard to the spring. This would 
give idea as to the amount of water in the vicinity and it 
might be possible to put in a reservoir at Neil Yellow Winge' spring 
and water the cattle and horses belonging to the school there, which 
would be quite a factor as only a short time ago the school had 
about 100 head of cattle and horaes using the water from the well 
and spring at the echool. By cleaning the well at the school 
and with the dam at the epring there might be sufficient water for 
the use of the school. 


I would also suggest having Mr. Fetterly question 
Father Lavergne regarding a spring higher up in the hill above 
the school. There was one there at one time, but of course it 
may have dried up. Father Lavergne, as you know, was Principal 
of the Sacred Heart School for quite a number of years, but is 
now at St. Mary's School on the Blood Reserve. 
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The drilling of another well at the school should be 
considered in the event of all other plans failing, as to 
my mind the moving of the school to the river is absolutely 
out of the question. 


The present school is a three storey building with a 
basement, of frame construction, lathed and plastered, with a 
flat roof. There is also a large barn at the school, with a 
hip roof, concrete foundation and floor, built of frame con- 
struction. There are also other buildings too numerous to 
mention such as chicken coops, implement shed, shop, etc. 

The cost of taking these buildings down and hauling the material 
to the river and rebuilding would be enormous.

Mr. Christianson 
was, until a few weeks ago, Inspector of Indian Agencies for 
the province of Alberta and is familiar with conditions at 
the Sacred Heart School. Mr. Christianson, in hie reply,

"The first I heard of any water shortage at 
the Sacred Heart School was in 1930. At thet time 
they were drawing the pipes out of the well to put 
in a new cylinder. When the pipes were raised to 
about one length from the bottom, the chain broke 
and the pipes went down to th ttom with quite a 
force, a6 you will readily understand.

riefly stated, the damage 1s entirely confined to 
the west end of the building, and may be described as a 
"bulging" of the wall outwards a maximum extent of three 
inches, and extending from about the level of the ground floor 
to the level of the 2nd floor. There seemed no trouble below 
the gnound floor, nor could I notice any disturbance along 
the line of roof plate. The pressure of the high winds against 
the, narrow west frame wall, and with the recurring push and 
rebound, has caused this wall to bulge outwards, as stated. On 
the inside of said wall there has developed wide plaster cracks 
in the corners. It is a condition which may rapidly become 
worse when high winds recur, and measures should be taken 
promptly to strengthen the affected end of the building. 


My recommendations for strengthening the west end 


of the structure are as follows:- 


move the metal cornice along the,line of ,.¢ 
the corridors of £sf aha 2ne@ floork 


partition plates adjoinin 

for 10 feet in length from outside wall. Then place a bar of 
4ron, 3/8"x 2" by 10' long, securely bolted to plates with 
4" tae serews, The outer end of the iron bar to be round and 
threaded, and to extend throu the outside wall and to 

receive a heavy plate 4 ft. in length. On the outside of said 
plate use a heavy washer, and double nuts. Two such plates, 
bars, etc,, escribed should be used on the A#¥4ioor, and 
two on the floor. Then when the iron bars, plates, etc, are 
all securely attached, the nuts should be tightened, which 
should have the effect of drawing in the “pulge" to a 
considerable extent, if not altogether, and also prevent the 


same trouble happening again. 


To further stiffen and strengthen the building, I 
recommend that a rod of round iron of 7/8" diameter by the 
width of the building (34') be placed across the building 
just under the ceiling of the ground floor, with plates 
and nuts on the outside walls at either end; and a similar 
rod, with attachments, be placed just under the ceiling of 
1st floor. These rods should be placed, one directly above 
the other, just west of the front balcony. To facilitate 
handling, these long rode should be jointed in the centre 
by turnbuckles. Then by tightening the nuts at either end of 
these rods, the building would be held rigid at ite vulnerable

west end where the heavy winds strike.

By drawing in the bulging wall at four different 
points, and by the further strengthening and stiffening of the 
building by the cross rode as described, the entire structure 
should become much more rigid than before, and further 
deterioration prevented. In addition, some renailing of the 
siding at the west end should be done where nails have worked 
loose, and the plaster cracks in the interior corners at the 
west end of the building should be restored. 
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Regarding the cost of the suggested work, it is 
difficult to give a close estimate. The required iron plates, 
rods, bars, etc, threaded and drilled as required, would cost 
about $40.00, FOB Calgary. Then there would be a good deal of 
cutting and making good. An experienced mechanic and helper 
might require a week to complete the work in a thorough manner. 
Perhaps a complete estimate of $150.00 might be cited as the 
probable cost, with an additional $50.00 leeway for repairing

ae —nre the typ work outlined is quite out of the 


ordinary run of carpentry, I deem it very important that a 
thoroughly competent and experienced man be employed. In this 
connection I would strongly recommend Mr. Scott. He is well 

and favorably known to the Department, and as he was with me 
during my inspection of the damage, he knows exactly what is 
required to be done, and is competent to do it. No doubt a 
suitable helper could be procured locally. I append Mr. Scott's 
address below.

down,

the superheating tank in the boilerroom,in conneotion 
with the cirowaltéon of water for heating the radiators.

I beg to report that on Saturday evening of 
April 23rd, while at the Peigan Agency, I made a short 
visit to the Sacred Heart R. C. School, together with 
Mr. T. W. V. Webb, Clerk-in-Charge of the Agency. I 
did not make an inspection, but discussed matters gen- 
erally with Rev. A. Ruaux, the trincipal, o stated 
that everything was going along nicely and no sickness 
amongst the pupils; BUT: The question of water supply 
was again to the fore! 


—— 
As the Department know, the new well sunk 

this Spring was abandoned through lack of water and the 
casing taken out (salvaged). As it is, the supply of 
water is insufficient for proper flushing of toilets 
and bathing. The new well was sunk s distance of sev- 
eral hundred feet South from the buildings, on the slopes 
of a hill. I would be in favour of sinking another well 
a few feet from the original one, near the correr of the 
power room and laundry. A good supply of water was found 
when the original well was sunk; this later diminished. 
The reason for this I cannot ascertain as there ms 
to be conflicting theories, and I am satisfied no one 
knows the cause. One theory is that the casing was bent 
at the bottom, which prevented further drilling. Another 
is that the lower part of the casing fills with silt and 
cannot be cleaned. This might be the cause.

1. Purpose of Report. 


Pursuant to instructions received from 7.S. 


Mills, Eaq., Chief Engineer, Surveys and Engineering 


Brench, Ottewa; the construction of a new well at the 
above-named school was begun on September 5. Advice 
having been received from the driller, Joe Maughan, on 
September 24th that the hole was drilled, the writer pro- 
Geeded on September 26 to Brocket to test the yield. 
This report is an elaboration of the wire sent you on 
September 28. 
Zinding. 
It was found that the well had been drilled 
at the proposed losation 10" south of the old well to 
a depth of 295 feet. A small amount of water had been 
encountered at 70 ft. & 165 ft., and en epparently much 
larger amount at 245 ft. The amount entering between 245 
feet and 295 feet is not knows The material to 70 feet 
is surface soil. The remainder is sandrock and shale. 
After the rest over Sundey the well was found 
to contain 104 feet of water. The bailer was then stert- 
ed, During the first 20 minutes or so the water was 
lowered about 50 feet. The baling test was continued for 
@ totel of two hours and during the last hour and a helf 
or more the water was lowered about three feet only. 
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This would seem to indicate that the most of the 
water comes from about 245 feet to 250 feet. A total of 
640 gallons of water was baled out in exactly two hours. 
The beiler has a capacity of 7 gellons, and 92 baile-full 
were extracted, an average of one bail per minute and eight- 
een seconds, or nearly 5 1/2 gellons per minute. 

The use of the bailer is of course intermittent, 
not continuous, es would be the case with « pump. It was 
not considered advisable to continue the baling as « test. 

Father Rieux, the Principal, mentioned thet he 
hed all of the water he needed at present from the old 
deep well together with the supply from the spring but 
was apprehensive that the supply would diminish to little 
or nothing by January and February es it hes always done, 
and that then he would be in as great difficulties es 
ever.

Sir,- 


Having been advised by Mr. J.-P. Maughen, driller, 
that he was ready to carry on & test of the yield of the 
new well, instructed Mr. Fetterly to watch the teste He 
proceeded to Brocket on Monday, October Sl. He reports as 


follows: 


"Mr. Maughan begen preparations about 1.00 peme, 
on October 31, inserting the 3" pipe and the octagonel rods, 
both of which were originally in 20 foot sections, end at- 
taching the well-drilling outfit for pumping. By 750 Pome 
all w ready for the test. 


Pumping of the new well begen at 7-54 PeM- At 
the beginning it produced at the rate of 560 gallons per 
hour (full capacity due to emptying the casing). Pumping 
was continued at the rate of 25 strokes per minute, 16" 
stroke, 2 3/4" cylinder. At 7.52 peme the old pump was 

erted, efter having been idle for e time. It produced 
260 gallons per hour at the beginning, with 356 strokes per 


mine, 6" stroke, 2 3/4" cylinder, on the reguler pump jack. 


The two pumps were run together from 7.52 peme to 
9.10 asm. All yields are at the rate of gallons per minute. 


At 2.00 aem. the new well made 180 gellons per 
hour, and the old well made 225 gallons per hour. 


At 8 aem. the new well madé 120 gellons while the 
old well made 150 gallons per hour. 


The old well was shut off at 9.10 eem. An attempt 
being now proposed to find out any interreletion, if any. 
The new well was continued. 


At 10.30 aem. the new well produced 170 gallons. 

‘At 10.45 a.m. the old well was 8 arted (the new one 
still going) and produced 200 gellons per minute. 

At 10.50 a.m. the new well produced 130 gellons 
with both working. 

At 11.00 am. the old well produced 210 gallons with 
both workin, 

At 11.08 a.m. the new well was shut off. 

At 11.13 ame with the new well shut off, the old 
well produced 250 gallons per hour.

It was considered inadvisable to carry on the test 
any longer es the cost of e thorough test such as this is 
$2.00 per hour. Mr. Maughan stated that elthough he was 
working on the test with two other men continyously from 
1.00 peme Monday to 3.50 pem. Tuesday he would consider it 
es the usual 24 hour test. 
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On consent being given he began to dismantle the 
rig and also the pipes connecting the old well with the 
outside. 


The 3" pipe and the rods were left in the well 
for the present. He stated that the pipes and rods could 
be pulled at any time and the casing could also probably 
be pulled if that decision were made within a few weeks. 


He then moved the rig to Cowley where a job is 
insistently waiting.

The test having lasted about 20 continuous hours 
should give conclusive results." 


At the end of the drilling proper, on Sept. 24, 
Mr. Fetterly proceeded to Brocket and measured the new hole. 
A baling test was made (See Report dated September 30) for 
2 hours, which wi the limit the driller wished to continue 
in this primitive and free method, and it was found thet 
640 gallons were baled out in two hours. The results of 
this test appeared to be conclusive to all concern » thet 
the well wes a good producer. 


It was mentioned in the report of September 30 
that, as the preliminary, and apparently conclusive, test 
proved so favourable that certain material be purchased. It 
was a. mentioned that Mr. Maughan would provide the neces- 
sery material to carry on a conclusive test. No reply being 
made to this suggestion, it was decided that the materials be 
ordered and used, first for a conclusive test and then for 
the final construction, as all concerned were convinced that 
the well was a produc and that the test would be made as 
of a formal nature only. The easing neo @rily had to be 
ordered enyway while drilling was in operation. The 3" pipe 
and octagonal rods were obtained on Oct. 18. 


I was surprised to receive a letter on Octe 24 
euthorizing the expenditure of $104.00 for Maughan's offer 
to supply certein material, as the matter of purchasing the 
material had been mentioned and not denied. 


I will now return to the test of Oct. 31 = Nov. 1 
All of the participants were greatly elated over preliminary 
results. From 7.30 pem. to about 9.30 Pem. the two wells 
were producing over 600 gallons per hour. At about 10 Pem 
the yield begen to lessen slightly until, at 2 aem. the to- 
tal yield was down to 400 Gallons, still ea fair yield. How- 
ever, by & a.m. it had lessened to 270 géllons and at 11 a.m 
the total amount was 340 gellons ith both wells going. The 
old well was stopped at 11.08 a. owing to expense of run- 
ning the school machinery. There seems to be some small re- 
lationship between the wells but the total continuous yield 
would seem at present to be in the vicinity of 350 gallons 
per hour. The clear water of the old well did not appear 
to be affected by the slightly muddy water of the new one. 


It might be stated that by 3 PeM. all participants 
were considerably discouraged over the final results. Father 
Rioux, the Principal, claims that both spring and old well 
are producing all the water that is needed at present, but 
that in January and February, the yield in both will be 
disestrously lessened according to previous experience. He 
cleims when Pincher Creek freezes up the source of supply 
for both well and spring will cease as the spring and well 
both increase in yield three days efter a heavy rain or 
rising of the creek. 
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Father Rioux's last statement on Nov. lst was to 
the effect that thie new well is not producing the amount 
of water that the old well produces et present (this is 
proved by the enclosed table) and the old well goes dry 
in dry weather. Therefore, he is no better off than be- 
fore in his opinion. 


It might be mentioned that both working barrels 
and octagonal rods in the old well will not survive another 
extraction. 

a 

The possibility of activating both wells alter- 
netely was discussed with Father Rioux. In reply he stated 
that the school finences would not stand a battery of half 
@ dozen pumps each producing a small amount of water. It 
would necessitate study of the flow of both wells and of 
the time each occupies in filling up. Unfortunately, after 
about one-half hour's pumping the old well begins to "suck" 
as it were and only produces a small amount. In other words, 
the casing more or less fills up during e rest and then is 
discherged by the pump in one-half hour or less.

The question of shortage of water at the above 
school is a matter that has received the consideration of 
this Service since, May, 1937. During the intervening per- 
iod since the ebove date numerous investigations and sub- 
sequent reports have been carried out in the field by Mre 
Hoover. These field inspections covered a eonsidereble 
area around the school and elso extended to a condidera- 
tion of moving the present buildings to some area where 
water might be more easily obtained. 
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Actual new work carried out has consisted of 
cleaning out the old well, drilling « new well at a point 
about one thousand feet south of the school and lest dril- 
ling another new well a few feet from the old well. None 
of these efforts have unfortunately been succ ful in so 
fer as obtaining a sufficient supply of water is concerned. 


Under date of the Sth instant a field report has 
been received from Mr. Hoover covering final tests run on 
the new well close to the old one, drilling of which was 
recently completed. A copy of this report is attached. 
This report is rather lengthy, but only one conclusion cen 
be drawn from the information given, nemely, that this 
last well hes not been successful, end further that the 
problem of securing water for this school hes not as yet 
been solved. In this connection Mr. Hoover states’ "the 
conclusion to be reached is that the problem of supplying 
the school with water is almost but not quite as far off 
as ever, although both pumps activating alternately would 
help the situation". 


Mr. Hoover further advises "we hesitate to make 
any further recommendations which might involve consider-

I beg to, hereby, formally apply for a new 
engine, for the electric plant at the Sacred Heart 
School, Brocket, Alta. 


For the past two or three years, we have 
experienced all kind of trouble with the actual engine, 
being for days at & time without light and water. 
Everything has been done to prolong its life; it was 
sent to the shop at Calgary to be overhauled; Experts 
were sent to repair it, and once more it refuses to 
work, and just when the pupils are coming back to 
school to begin a new year. 


The verdict of the last experts of the Bruce 
Hobinson Co., Calgary, who worked on it, is that it is 
useless to have it sent any more to the shop, as it is 
worn out and finished. No one should be surprised that 
this engine has come to the end of its life, after 13 
years of almost continuel running, to genera 
pump water and do laundry work.

The engine at the Sacred Heart School is in rather bad shape and 
Probably will not run the season without a complete overhauling; 
however, the expense involved in putting this engine in a condition 
which would guarantee the degree of reliability necessary for thie 
fase would, in our opinion be prohibitive, and the amount of money 
involved would be far better spent if invested in a new engine.

Hith regard to the engine at the St. Cyprian School, - this one is 
in a much better condition and will probably run satisfactorily for 
the present season without any further expense. 


However, in each case we do not consider it advisable to do any 
extensive repairing, as it is virtually impossible for us to guarantee 
trouble-free service on engines which have reached the age of these 
two, Consequently we would recommend the provision of a new engine 
at the Sacred Heart School ut once, and at the St. Cyprian School 
possibly next year.

With reference to recent correspondence relative 
to the above, this matter has been receiving the active attention 
of our Engineering and Construction Service. 

It will be recalled that the water suey at this 
school has been unsatisfactory since 1937 and possibly even 
earlier and that @ number of wells have been drilled to date 
without securing an adequate supply. Other possible sources of 
water supply have also been investigated. Briefly these are,~ 

Well No. 1 - This ws the first well drilled and by 
1937 th t it was inadequate. It is close 
drilled to a depth of 300 ft. 
a further 30 ft. in grey 
Little improvement was effected 
thereby. water that could be obtainad from 
it was 600 gallons This well is said now to 


produce only about 
ated about 


Well No. 2 - ' 
It was 


1,000 Tt. south of the schoo 

drilled in March 1938 to a depth o when its 
capacity was found to be only abou 

the casing was pulled immediately. 


(over) esceee 
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Well No. 3 - This, the third well, is situated about 
10 ftz south of well No. 1. It was drilled in September 
1938 to a depth of 295 ft. but its capacity was found to be 
somewhat less than that of well No. 1 and it apparently has 
not been in use although the casing was left in it. 


Well No. 4 - This, the fourth well, is situated about 
100 f€. south of well No. 2. It is not known just when it 
was drilled. ‘We are advised that it was drilled to a depth 
of 100 ft. and no water being found, was abandoned. 


Nos 5, Dev ed Spring - This Spring issues from a 
rock Tace at the head 7 a small coulee, about 1000 ft. 
east of the school. The water is collected in a concrete 
tank which has been constructed there and is apparently 


being Mt to the school. ‘The amount of water available 
varies with precipitation conditions. It is possible also 
that water gets into this tank by seeping back from the 
ond in front of the tank. This pond has been formed by a 
dam having been built across the coulee 100 yards north of 
the spring. Surface run-off water collects in this pond; 
at times when the spring is Boerne freely the concrete 
tank my overflow into the pond. In September lest about 
500 gallons per day could be obtained from this concrete 
tank. 


Well No. 6 = ‘this is Neil Yellow Wing's well. It is 
situated about 1/2 mile southwest of the school and 
apparently was drilled to a depth of 70 ft. On a test made 
in October last the capcity of this well was only 42 gallons 

er hour. From experience with other wells, it is: probable 
hat if it were kept pumped dry for e considerable period 
its capacity would be much less. 


No. 7 - Springs said to exist at one time in the 
vicinity, have since dried up. 


North of the school the ground falls away in a 


long gentle slope with no sharp break to indicate a site where 
it would seem more likely that water would be found than at the 
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points where the wells referred to have been drilled. 


The foregoing would not seem to justify any hope 
that an adequate water ouppay can be secured from springs, or 
from wells to a depth of ft., under all conditions of 
precipitation, nor is there anything to indicate that sufficient 
water would be obtained from deeper wells. However, in view of 
the large investment in the school we have -had a preliminary 
estimate ueepered of the cost of a 600 ft. well. ‘the drilling 
and casing of an entirely new 600 ft. well would be about $3800.00; 
to deepen well No. 3 to 600 ft. would cost about $2200.00. In 
either case if an adequate water supply were found the additional 
cost of installing a suitable pump might be to the order of 
$1500.00. 


It is our opinion that any turther expenditure 
on well drilling will be a gamble; that the odds are heavily 


against any adequate water supply being found and only the heavy 
investment in the school buildings warrants it even being 
considered. 


We understand that water is now being brought by 
truck from Brocket to augment the present insufficient supply at 
the school. We would suggest that this arrangement be continued 
for a time to see if recipitation conditions will not improve 
sufficiently to afford an adequate supply from the existing well 
and spring.

pag GY | e@aditional expenditures it was felt that we 

ould fi) out all we could about the underground water 
supply and, therefore, the Geological Survey was consulted. 
The officer in charge of the Ground Water and Boring Section 
is of the opinion that we should not start any drilling 
operations unless we are prepared to go down 1,200 feet 
where a satisfactory water boring horizon might be expected. 
Water might be encountered at a shallower depth, but the 
chances are not good and, of cours there is ways the 
possibility thet water might not be struck even at 1,200 
feet. We have not obtained an estimte on the cost of 
drilling deep well, but it wo probably be in exce 
of $10,000 and that amount of money is not now a 
The Department does not want to have the school closed 
and some doubt has been expressed to the advisability 
of converting it into a day school at this stage. 


We would prefer ha ng present arrange- 
ment continued until after the war at it, provided some 
reasonebly satisfactory temporary solution could be found. 
We are continuing to give thought to the matter and, if 

you have any suggestions to ma we would be glad to 
receive them at the earliest po ble date.

I have watched the struggle to obtain water for the 62 
children and the 15 adults which has gone on at the R.C. Peigan 
Indian Reserve School, Brocket, Alberta (sacred Heart School, 
Brocket), for the past number of months. Aside from the positive 
hardship endured by these 77 people on an {solated prairie, it is 
only good fortune that has not produced @ catastrophe. 


I am aware of the uncertain success of well-drilling as 
set forth by your engineer's de’ artiment and by past experience in 
the vicinity of the school and I understand the prudence of the 
Indian Affairs Branch in refusing to spend money on & probability. 
I can only agree with this prudence. But this does not solve the 
plight of the present situation. 


The good graces of the C.P.R., the open winter, and a few 
other fortunate circumstances have allowed the hauling of water a 
§istance of nearly six miles (12 miles return). it requires three 
such trips a day, when the weather permits, and the work of one man 
and a truck for a full day. Often the necessary trips cannot be 
made, and it is not unusual that the tanks of water are frozen into 
ice when they reach the school. The good circumstances allowing 
even this hazardous supply of water exist only from day to day. 
Anyone familiar with prairie conditions in winter would realize how 
really precarious the situation is. 


If the Indian Affairs Branch has decided that nothing of 
a permanent nature is to be done on the part of the Department at 
present, as it rs from your recent letter, could not some 
temporary relief be ranted? 


Last November, the Oblate athers decided from their con- 
sultation with local we j-drillers that something could be done in 
well-drilling. On Dec. 15th they asked the permission of the 
Indian Affairs: Branch to make the attempt at their own expense. 
That _ ag ae has not been granted. What objection has the 
Department to allowing it?

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If this permission is not forthcoming and the present 
method must continue, it would seem that the Department should 
immediately make definite arrangements with the C.P.R. and 
provide a truck and a man to transport water from the Brocket 
station to the school, not only to release the school authorities 
from this work and allow them to do the work for which they are 
being paid but to insure the school of at least a sufficient supply 
of water. 


I assure you of my wish to co-operate with the Indian 
Department. At the same time, I feel certain this matter demands 
immediate action.

On receipt of your letter of the 10th 
instant regarding water supply for the Sacred Heart School at 
Brocket, I asked the Indian Affairs Branch for information 
respecting the proposal which you said was submitted by the 
Oblate Fathers on December 15th. I find that a letter was 
received from Father Routhier on that date but it was not 
interpreted as suggesting that the Church would undertake the 
drilling of a well at its own expense. Father Routhier said - 
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"I would therefore request that the Oblate 
Fathers be authorized to hire a well driller as soon 
as possible to drill at the School to a depth of at 
least 700 feet if needs be. In the past, two wells 
at least were dug to a depth of 30 or 4 jittle more 
but in neither case have they found more than surface 
water, Mr. Bush offers to drill a well with a rotary 
po ah at a cost of $4.50 per foot, and the cost 
of the casing would be approximately y1.%6 per foot. 
We are anxious that the work start as soon as possible, 
that is, not later than the ard of January, at which 
date Mr. Bush would be ready to start. The Oblate 
Fathers are ready to advance the money to start the 
work immediately and I do ask that there be no delay in 
giving an answer to my urgent request either by telegram 
or air mail to Edmonton."

If the Department is not expected to 
assume any portion of the cost of drilling, whether or not 
an adequate supply of good water is obtained, then we cannot 
very well raise serious objection. Is that what was proposed? 
Since that time our Geological Survey expressed the view that 
1t would probably be necessary to driil down to around 1,200 ft. 
To provide for that possibility it might be necessary to start 
with a larger hole thus increasing the cost of drilling. How 
would this affect the offer of the Oblate Order if they intend 
bearing the cost of drilling for water? Perhaps you would be 
kind enough to let me know as soon as possible exactly what was 
proposed in Father Routhier's letter.

When at the Peigan Agency on the 15th instant, 
I called at the Sacred Heart (R.C.) School to enquire what 
progress was being made with the new well they had under~ 


taken to sink, by drilling, near the main building. 


The information I was given was that drilling 
had been started on April 9th, last, and work was stopped 
on June 9th =- at 250 feet -- for the reason that capable 
men could not be found to operate the machine. 


The Reverend Principal could not tell me wien 
work (drilling) would be resumed. te said he would re- 
open the school after the summer vacation; that he would 
teke in fifty (50) pupils to begin wi that they would 
continue to heul water by truck and tank from the C.P.R. 
water tank at Brocket. 


If the snow fall next winter is heavy, and it 
drifts, there will be times when the truck will not be 
able to make the trip.

Dear Mr. Hoey, 


You will be pleased to hear that the contractor 
in charge of the Sacred Heart School Well, Brocket, Alta., is 
again at work with a satisfactory crew of mechanics. The 
machine for boring has been repaired, and daily progress is 
being made. The well is now down to 285 feet and, whilst 
there is yet no indication of a good supply of water, high 
hopes are being entertained that when the natural level of 
surrounding wells has been reached water will be found in 
quantities large enough to supply all the needs of the school, 
even after it has been enlarged. 


The Principal, in the letter in which he gives 
me the above information, refers to the abnormally low pupilage 
of his school and the consequent difficulties of financial 
management. Post-war Indian Affairs appropriations should 
take such cases into serious consideration and provide an 
adequate remedy. If such small schools are not enlarged to 
take about 100 children, an adjustment in the rate per pupil 
should be made. The present policy of the Department, whereby 
the larger schools are given larger grants might well be 
reversed, for it is admitted by those competent to judge that, 
financially speaking, the bigger schools can be operated for 
less per pupil than the smaller ones

This 
year, 1945, up to September the 25th, there were 
20 births, and if I am well informed, no deaths. 
To take care of the demands for admission, the 
present pupilage of the school should be at 
least 90, but as it will be impossible to house 
that number, the Principal is now asking for a 
pupilage of 70. 
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The School should be enlarged im diately. We 
would suggest the building of a wing on the 
west side of the present building to provide 
accommodation for the girls; a Chapel could be 
erected over the present kitchen and laundry: 
the present Chapel cannot accommodate more than 
the 70 children which the Principal is now 
asking for. 


The above is a comprehensive program and your 
Department will, no doubt, wish that an inspection of the school be 
made immediately to verify the statements which I have just formulated. 
This inspection is now invited and the hope is expressed that it will 
take place without delay. 


In the past, the water question for the school 
seems to have been in the way, whenever major repairs were asked 
for, but now that it has been settled and that a good water supply 
has been found, we cannot see why your Depar t should not give this 
school what it has generously provided for similar institutions.

There is no queetiog that during the 
Last two monthe they have had a very hard time trying to haul 
the necessary water from the tank to the School. With heavy 
snow Falls and h-avy winds drifting the enow all trails on the 
prairies have oeen blocked, we have opendd the roads twice in 
different locations, just to have bhem fill in with the féret 
Wind, there is no doubt that the truck they have is taking a 


heavy test, and at present is in the Garage for temporary 
repairs.

I met Father Le France, along with 
Father Charron, (| who I understand discussed the water question 
with the Branch); last week and went thoroughly into the matter 


with them, there is no question that at the present time they 
need better equipment for transportation of the water, but as 
the question of a Resevoir could not be taken up till spring 
it would be much better, to face the transportation question 
now with further discussion on the Reservoir later on when 
equipment would be available and the work could be done, 

In regard to the transportation there 
is no doubt that a truck with a tank of the capacity of 1000 
Gallons would be the most use ful and would aliow of one trip 
being wadewhere three trips are now being made. I am led to 
believe that Father Charron was advised that there was %1000.00 
available for this purpoee but that thie amount would not cover 
the coset. We will have to face the situation that the wells at 
thie echool are neglible, with occassional periode when a emall 
amount of water can be pumped, and to keep the school running 
it will me necessary to haul all the time, which with the type 
of winter we are going through ie not safe at all.

with The result largely exhausted 
in a few months. 


It is suggested that no further drilling of such 
shallow wells be done for the present. ‘The melting of the 
snow in the next few months ma considerably increase the amount 
of water available from the == fi drilled in December 1945. 


In view of the existing situation, however, we 
would suggest that a new tank truck be secured for hauling water 
from the Canadian Pacific Railway tank at Brocket or elsewhere.

School, interviewed me today, when they stated that the water 
supply at the Peigan School was very poor and it was difficult 
to haul that quantity which is required over the roads, which 
have now turned to a sea of water where there was formerly 
drifted snow. They expected even worse roads when thawing

They made two suggestions to try end improve 
the water supply 


1. To employ the services of Mr. W. W. Maughan, an 
experienced driller, from Lethbridge. 


To run a trench laterally to 4 spring a few hundred 
yards from the school in order to ascertain where 


the water may be going that formerly was piped and 
used at this institution. 


Mr. Maughan, who has recently drilled a well 
at the Peigan Hospital, and who 4s the most reliable and 
efficient driller that is known to us in this part of the 
country, is confident that he can secure water near the 
school and not far from the existing well which has gone 
dry. He has made the offer that is mentioned in the wire, 
i.e to pull the casing out of the well that has gone dry 
and to use it in a new hole, which he would drill to a 
depth, if necessary, of 250 feet. He would supply this 
material and his labour, and if he got more then 5 gallons 
flow per minute, he would ask the sum of $600.00, and if it 
was under or @ dry hole, he would only ask $250.00. in 
other words, he is offering to drill a well for less than 
ordinary cost if we were supplying the casing, and if he 
fails to get the required flow, he is only asking for his 
out of pocket expensese We have confidence in this driller 
and believe that there is no alternative but to try and 


get another welle

With regard to the second suggestion, the 
Rev. Fathers had been inquirying about this spring, the 
nature of the ground and strate and the cribbing, which 
at one pipe or another had been put in and about the 
spring,,has led them to believe that the water, which 
formerly flowed into the pipe which led to the school, has 
been mostly diverted along other channels. A trench at 
right angles to the flow would undoubtedly find these 
channels, if any existed. The principal asked for authority 
to hire indians to dig the trench et a cost not exceeding 
$75.00 to $100.00. Our experience with springs would lead 
us to believe that this was good business. I am going to 
the Blood Reserve tomorrow and from there to the Peigan 
Agency on the 26th, when this will be inspected. In my 
wire, I did not ask for authority to dig the channel, but 
if I can be persuaded thet it is a good idea while I em 
at the school, I am going to assume that the cost will be 
approved, There are & number of springs at various places 
on this Reserve near the schools and near the Agency, which, 
in my opinion, will flow with fairly definite consistency 
if the flow is properly directed by cribbing, and I consider 
it worth while to investigate, even at the cost of trenchinge

Memorandum 


Re: Water Supply - Sacred Heart Residential 
School, Peigan Indian Reserve, Alberta. 


Referring to your memorandum of January 17th we 
have now received the following from Mr. J.S. Stewart of 
the Geological Survey under date of January 26th, 1948; 


“We have no detailed maps of the topography and 
geology of the region in the vicinity of the school. 


The maps available, however, show that the school 
is probably at least 300 feet above river level and that 
the bedrock immediately underlying is the Porcupine Hills 
Sandstone. Now some of these Sandstone beds should be 
sufficiently permeable to carry water and should be 
sufficiently widespread to carry water from the river to 
the school. Water should enter such sandstones where 
they outcrop in the river bed a few miles to the west. 
The water could come from either the Oldman or Waterton 
River and I should think a well 600 feet deep would get 
sufficient water for your purpose. As far as we know at 
present such a well could be drilled as close to the 
school as you wish, in fact the lower the elevation of 
the surface the less the depth will probably be to water. 


With regard to the spring, an examination of the 
geologic and topographic map, shows no suggestion of a 
large enough gathering ground to constantly supply a 
spring with a sufficient quantity of water for your 
purpose." 


The Indian agent appears to have been drilling 
for water. A Copy of his report of December 13, 1945 indicates 
that seven wells have been drilled and one, drilled to a 
depth of 300 feet, has supplied part of the water required 
by the School. 


If water is available at @ depth of 600 feet it 
might only be necessary to continue drilling one of the 
present wells until water is secured.

The only well at present available for the use of the School 
is that one to the south-west drilled to @ depth of 296 feet and 
at that time had a static level of 158 feet. The present pump 
setting is 250 feet and the well will only stand pumping 3 to 4 
hours every few days. The pumping equipment is gasoline driven 
and the well is connected by buried pipe line to the School. The 
well originally, at the time it was drilled, had a reported 
capacity of 5 I.G.P.M. Its present status is nothing more than 4@ 


seepage well.

There was a reported No. 2 spring which I estimated would be 
2000 feet or more westerly. It could not be examined beceuse of 
snow and the Principal stated that there was little more than a 
damp spot in the summer season. 


2. Other Sources of water in the Area 


The Oldman River which supplies the C.P.R. reservoir at 
Brocket is a dependable source of water, but not considered safe 
for drinking supply unless treated. Its distence from the School, 
or even the distance of the C.P.R. reservoir are too great to 
recommend these as suitable. 


St. Cyprien Residential School, which is approximately 3 miles 
westerly is reported to have @ well in the basement that flows, and 
the quality of the water quite suitable. The depth of the well 
was reported as 200 feet. 


The bedrock formations in this area are reported to all have 
ea gentle east dip. The bedrock formation in which the aquifer 
occurs at 200 feet at St. Cyprien School apparently has changed 3 
miles to the east, or has been faulted, as the well drilled to a 
depth of 544 feet at Sacred Heart School should have encountered 
this aquifer but apparently did not. Due to this apparent condi- 
tion of the bedrock formation that underlies the School it is not 
recommended that drilling be underteken to depths greater than 
this reported well of 544 feet. 


3. Recommendations 


Development of the #1 spring area be undertaken by means of a 
number of shallow drilled wells. That such drilling be undertaken 
immediately above the existing spring and into the bedrock for a 
total of 50 feet. It is believed that possibly 3 wells could be 
drilled on that same contour toward the east, with a spacing of 
between 200 to 300 feet. Should small supplies be encountered it 
is believed that they could readily be piped and possibly by 


gravity, to the existing impounding reservoir. 


Should this fail to satisfactorily augment the existing supply 
it is suggested that e well be drilled west of the School toward 
St. Cyprien School at some location about 1 mile east of the St. 
Cyprien wel]. Should a well be located at depth of not greater than 
250 feet of similar quality and be artesian the Principal of 
Sacred Heart states such a well would be of considerable benefit 
to Indien families in that neighborhood. It is then suggested that 
a further well be attempted 1 mile further east, meking this 1 mile 
to the west of the Sacred Heart School. Should a similer well be 
encountered at this location consideration might th be gi en to 
utilizing this supply by means of either a buried pipe line or just 
a shallow buried water line. If the well were & tesian and the 
fall sufficient such en installation might serve with additional 
storage r rvoir at the buildings. Should the fir proposed

a We have now received a report from Mr. Hamelin 
dated February 24th, duplicate copies of which are 
attached herewith. The recommendation is to drill 
three wells in the area of the spring, each of which 
is to go down fifty feet into bedrock. Should these 
not produce sufficient water Mr Hamelin suggests 
explorato drilling in an endeavour to tap the aquifer 
which supplies the St. Cyprien School. He recommends 
a well be driven between the St. Cyprien and Sacred 
Heart Schools, which are three miles apart,and about one 
mile from the well supplying the former. If successful, 
another well is proposed to be drilled one more mile 
nearer the Sacred Heart School which would still be 
one mile away. There can be no guarantee that water 
will be found in sufficient quantity to meet fully 
the requirements of the Sacred Heart School. 


You will observe that the estimated cost of 
developing the spring area is $1300.00 and the cost of 
each well to tap the St. Cyprien aquifer is estimated 
at $1537.00. It is of course evident from the details 
of the estimates that the stated costs only cover the 
development of a possible supply and if a suitable 
supply is found, additional costs will probably be 
necessary for delivery to the School.
